With nearly one-fourth of his skull 
and many small particles of his brain 
gone as the result of a street car acci- 
dent at 7:30 p. m. Sunday, Steven Doeck-

Private Owner Would Profit 
That Amount by Shifting 
the Roadway. 


President,Maxime Reber of the Board 
of Public Improvements put a quietus 
Monday on the.movement to give the 
Wabash railroad an additional 3000 feet 
of trackage in Forest Park. Mr. Reber 
notified Julius Pitzman and other ad- 
vocates of the scheme that no proposi- 
tion to increase the tracks in Forest 
Park will be entertained. 

Mr. Pitzman, in a plan outlined to the 
Board of Public Improvements two 
months ago, proposed to extend the Wa. 
bash tracks from Union boulevard to a 


point just east 6f De Baléviere avenue. 


This plan was offered to get the Wa 
bash tracks out of the road’s private 
right-of way lying north of the park. 

The Real Estate Exchange indorsed 
Mr. Pitzman’s plan to extend the tracks 
in Forest Park, as it declared ‘such 
change would enhance the value of pri- 
vate property fully $10,000,000. 

‘Two years ago Mr. Pitzman also pro- 
posed ‘giving the Wabash more track- 
age in the park. He stated that he was 
acting merely in his own behalf in of- 
fering these suggestions to the Board of 
Public Improvements. 

Board Members In 


“Th®’Board has been making a study 


of the grade crossing quéstion, and the 
decision not to permit an extension of 
the tracks in Forest Park was made 


only after members had made a per- | 
gonal investigation of the: matter. 


‘The Wabash Railroad was not ask- 
ing for any more space in the park fo 
its tracks, but probably would have ac- 
cepted it if it had been granted. Mr. 
Pitzman’'s plan was to depress the tracks 
through the park, so that trains could 
not be seen from the residence district. 

President Delano of the Wabash, about 
the time Mr. Pitzman offered his sug- 
gestion, said the company would, as soon 
as practical, either elevate or depress 
the Wabash tracks in the West End 
and use electric engines to handle its 
trains. 

Mr. Delano declined to sericusly en- 
tertain a proposition for the entire re- 
moval of the tracks from the park 

The extension of the Wabash tracks in 
Forest Park, as proposed by Mr. Pitz- 
man, was opposed by the Post-Dispatch. 
Many citizens, in interviews, expressed 
opposition to the project. 

The decision of the Board is an assur- 
ance to the people that the railroads will 
not be given any more trackage in For- 
est Park. 


Mr. Reber said Monday that the board 


has already decided that the Missouri 
Pacific tracks at Gravois avenue, where 
an accident occurred Saturday, must 
be elevated. He said the Board was 
ready to introduce bills in the Municipal 
Assembly for that purpose. 

The Board has visited all of the grade 
crossings in St. Louis, and is prepared 
to handle the subject vigorously from

If there ar2> other newsboys a block 
distant it is necessary for a boy on one} 


corner to shcut only loud enough to be 


heard half » block, in the opinion of 
Sergt. John Sullens commander of the 
Broadway squad, who has instructed his 
raen to put the ‘‘soft pedal’ on newsboys 
cn several downtown corners. 

Sergt. Sullens says the shouting has 
been overlapped. A shout at Broadway 
and Olive could be heard at Sixth and 
Olive and vice versa. He thinks an 
ideal shout should carry just half a 
block; ‘that is, to the alley between the 
Third National Bark and the Western 
Union main office. 

If any shout passed the alley in either 
direction it was “‘off side’ and the ser- 
veant, as a sout of shout umpire,. felt 
in duty bound to so ;ule. He says that 
is all he has done. 

The crusade against the cries of news- 
Loys was instituted by the sergeant 
after Capt. Young, in command of the 
Central District, received a letter from 
a tailor at Sixth. an: Olive streeis last 
Yriday.

FRENCHMAN SAYS ESKIMO 
TESTIMONY I$ WORTHLESS 


PARIS, Sept. 13.—Eskimo testimony 
regarding polar discoveries is declared 
worthless by M. Bouquet, vice-director 
of the Paris Observatory, and a noted 
leader of French scientists. 

In an interview supporting the demand 
for the creation of a tribunal of Euro- 
pean scientists to pass on explorers’ 
claims, M, Bouquet declares that either 
Peary or Cook is as likely to have 
reached the pole as the other, and that 
a commission of explorers, navigators, 
astronomers and polar experts should 
pass on the stories of the rival claim- 
ants. 

Disavowing a purpose to discredit 
either man, he says, ‘‘The stories of 
explorers and the testimony of Eski- 
mos are worth nothing.’’ 

As if in confirmation of what M. 
Bouquet says about the unreliability of 
Eskimos, comes a dispatch from Chris- 
tiansand, Norway, telling of a story re- 
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lated by Dr. Cook on poard the steamer 
Oscar IT. 
Dr. Cook told how the Bskimos, a 
year before, had brought him a story of 
seeing a cigar-shaped balloon sailing 
over Greenland. 
The only possible basis for such a 
story as the Eskimos told is the fact 
that Walter Wellman planned a-dash to 
the pole in dirigibles, and that the 
Eskimos living nearest to civilization 
heard descriptions of the wonderful air 
craft in-which he was to sail. This re- 
port, traveling inland, took the form of 
a story that such an airship had actual- 
ly been seen flying over the country. 
As is well known, Wellman’s plans 
were never fulfilled to the extent of an 
Arctic flight, and the Eskimos’ story !s 
thus shown to be a figment of the re- 
enforced imagination.

HOPES TO FIND LIFE 

Instrument Expected to Show 

‘Whether Atmosphere Con- 
tains Oxygen. 


. ——— nl 


The Rev. Father Charles M. Char- 
ropin, professor of astronomy at St. 
Louis University, will depart this week 
for Flagstaff, Ariz., to view the planet 
Mars through a 10-inch reflector tele- 
scope, in the hope of corroborating his 
theory that the sphere is inhabited. 

With Father Charropin at Flagstaff 
will be Prof. Percival Lowell, who has 
already obtained strong confirmation of 
their belief that-animal life of some 
order is to be' found on Mars. 

Mars will be within 35,000,000 miles of 
the earth on Sept. 23—the nearest it has 
been in 15 years, or will be for a like 
period. Prof. Lowell will have this year 
sume important improvements in the 
spectroscope to help him in his study 
of the surface and atmosphere of Mars. 


Expect to Find Oxygen. 

The presence of water vapor was dem- 
onstrated in the atmosphere of Mars 
@ year ago by Prof. F. A. Very. This 
year the instrument devised by Prof. 
Very is expected to show also oxygen, 
the element that is so essential to ter- 
restrial life. : 

The habilitability of Mars cannot be 
safely denied, Father Charropin believes, 
but that the creatures which exist there 
are-of the same nature as those on the 


jearth is doubtful. 


“The people ef the earth could not ac- 
commodate themselves to conditions on 
Mars,” said Father Charropin, “‘but, for 
that matter, neither could fish survive 
a change from water to land. I believe 
the Creator has peopled Mars, but 
whether any creature like the men of 
earth or the lower animals here remain 
there will be difficult, if not impossible, 
cf demonstration. 

“Mars is retrograding, and it is prob- 
able that the life which once flourished 
there does so no longer.” ‘ 

Father Charropin does not accept the 
theory that the dark lines called ‘‘ca- 
nals’’ on the surface of Mars are the 
work of Martian inhabitants. His ex- 
planation of the phenomenon is that the 
dark bands are simply lines of vegeta- 
tion that thrives along the edges of the 
glaciers that move from the polar re- 
gions of the planet to the temperate or 
torrid zones. The seeming straightness 
of these ‘‘canals’’ is purely an optical 
illusion, Father Charropin contends. 

Venus is more adaptable te human 
habitation than is Mara, in Father 
Charropin’s opinion. 

 Man’s Weight Would Change. 

“A man weighing 150 pounds on the 
earth would, if he were transferred to 
Mars, undergo a reduction of 100 pounds 
because of the lesser attraction of grav- 
itation on the earth’s neighbor. 

“On Jupiter, which is many times 
larger than the earth, ene of us here 
would weigh more than twe tons. The 
weight of one’s head alone would be 
sufficient, on Jupiter, to orush the body. 
While on Jupiter a man could hardly 
raise his feet, he would find no diffi- 
culty, if placed upon Mars, in leaping 
across streams several hundreds of feet 
wide.”’ 


The announcement that Prof. W. W. 
Campbell, director of the Lick Observa- 
tory, recently established the existence 
of water vapor on Mars cenveys noth- 
ing new to astronomers, Father Char- 
ropin says. ; 

“T have myself observed cleud forma- 
tions on the rim of the planet,” Fa- 
ther Charropin said, “and % years ago 
the spectrum revealed the presence of 
Water on the planet. These facts do not 
prove that Mars is inhabited, but tend 
simpity to show that it is habitable.”

Troops Divided Into “Red” and 





Dirigible Balloon. 

MERGENTHEIM, Wurtemberg, Sept. 
13.—The annual maneuvers of the im- 
perial army commence here today. 
One hundred and twenty thousand men 
and 29,000 horses will be engaged under 
the immediate supervision of Emperor 
William. This is the largest number 
that has ever taken part in the man- 
euvers, owing to the inclusion of the 
Bavarian army, which has not appeared 
on the field !n a similar capacity for 12 
years. 

The emperor’s guests include Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, the King of 
Wurtemberg and Saxony, the Grand 
Duke of Baden, Schefket Pasha, Win-

An important feature will be the em- 
ployment of the military dirigible balloon 
Gross II, which will be the first thor- 
ough trial of an airship for warlike 
purposes.

Need for Cautious ‘Teaching.
